President 

It is pleasing to be able to report on a satisfactory year for all the Museum 
activities. 

Council 

Following the 1980 Amendment to the Museum Act, there were a number of 
changes to the representation of local authorities on the Museum Council. 
Newly appointed or elected members who took up their positions on Council at 
the beginning of the year were Mesdames N.B. Lewis and P.E.M. Phillips, and 
Messrs G.D. Barnaby, K. Flavell, D.M. McCartie, l.D. MacKinlay. M.H. 
Pritchard and P.C. Yearbury. These members have entered with enthusiasm into 
the work of the Council and I am grateful to them for their efforts. Members will 
recall that the statutory local authority representation on the Council is now only 
from those local authorities within the Auckland Regional Authority district. 

At the Annual General Meeting in September, an election was held for two 
members of Council to represent members of the Institute and Museum. Profes¬ 
sor R.N.H. Bulmer and Mr R.B. Sibson were elected and I would extend my 
congratulations to them. Mr H.M. Horton, who had been appointed to fill a 
casual vacancy, was unsuccessful in his bid for re-election. The Museum is 
grateful to him for his service during the year.

MrH.R. McKenzie had been a member of the Institute and Museum since 
1948 and was its Associate Ornithologist between 1968 and 1972. His work at 
the Museum and his continuing support of it through his interest in birds has 
been greatly appreciated. 

Mrs Sylvia Reed, the Museum's Associate Ornithologist, died in December. 
Mrs Reed worked at the Museum for ten years and had been very active in 
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ornithological work throughout the region. The liaison Sylvia maintained be¬ 
tween the Museum, the ornithological community and the public at large, was a 
most valued contribution to the work of the Museum. Her courage and devotion 
to her work during the period of her long illness won the admiration and respect 
of all who knew her and especially her colleagues at the Museum, who always 
saw her smiling and cheerful in spite of her difficulties. She will be sadly 
missed. 

Institute Meetings 

Attendances at Institute lectures have improved this year, though they still 
remain at a low level. The Institute Committee has introduced the innovation of 
a lunchtime lecture in the winter months and the success of this year's trial 
suggests this should be repeated in future years. As previously, the lectures have 
continued to be of a high standard and thanks are recorded to the following 
lecturers: Mr T. Cohen, “Museum Display"; Mr E.G. Turbott, "Islands of the 
Hauraki Gulf"; Dr. H.J. Percival, “Earth and Fire, the Chemistry of pottery ". 
Dr N.J. Prickett, "Archaeology of the New Zealand Wars": Professor J.C. 
Probert. “Cancer, its treatment" (annual Medical Association lecture); Profes¬ 
sor M.C. McGlashan. “The Role of the Chemist in the Energy Upheaval" 
(New Zealand Institute of Chemistry Jubilee lecture); Mr R. Lockley, “En¬ 
dangered Species of New Zealand"; and Messrs Muir, Park and Simmons, 
“Treasures of the Museum". 

Finance 

In my report last year, I foreshadowed the future benefits of the 1980 
Amendment to the Museum's empowering Act. Although the severe financial 
constraints incurred under the 1979 Act are behind us, their effects will continue 
to be felt for some time yet. The Museum's finances are on a more secure and 
realistic basis than previously, but escalating costs are nevertheless a matter of 
considerable concern to Council Members. 

The Institute and Museum is greatly heartened by the support shown for it by 
the local authorities within the Auckland Regional Authority district, who have 
all had greater financial commitments to the Museum as a result of the Amend¬ 
ment. Valuable assistance has also been received from many provincial local 
authorities, who have made voluntary contributions. 

The Museum Council, 1 believe, provides an administration that is cost- 
effective in the discharge of its functions. Present and planned programmes are 
subject to the closest financial scrutiny. The Council considers that local au¬ 
thorities are getting a very good return from their contributions made on behalf 
of ratepayers and the public. 

The major programme of replacement of the metal window frames of the First 
World War Memorial building has been completed during the year. The prog¬ 
ramme has extended over several years and has cost nearly a quarter of a million 
dollars. This sum came partially from the Museum budget, but a large measure 
of support was received from an appeal to members of the Institute and Museum 
and from a Door Appeal to museum visitors. The Museum is very grateful to all 
those who gave their support and is pleased that this major item of maintenance 
expenditure is completed. The repairs to the pointing of the stonework of the 
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building have continued to be carried out in conjunction with the scaffolding of 


the building for the window repairs. This work, which was made possible 


through the generosity of the Sir John Logan Campbell Trust, will be completed 
during the coming year. 

Members have again continued to give their generous support to the two 
special funds, the Members Library Purposes Fund and the Members Specimen 
Purchase Fund: a very fine hei-tiki purchased from one of these funds features 
on the cover of this report. Several other items purchased from these funds are 
mentioned below and we are very grateful for this assistance in enabling us to 
purchase items which would not otherwise be possible. 

No museum display is permanent and the upgrading of the presentation in the 
Maori Court and galleries is overdue. This work cannot be fully funded by 
ratepayers and it is essential that we attract public spirited citizens, institutions 
and companies into supporting this redevelopment. 

Gifts, Grants, Bequests 

The Board of Trustees of the Auckland Savings Bank supported most gener¬ 
ously the Museum project to improve disabled access to the Museum with a 
grant of S5.000. The Savings Bank had several years ago assisted the Museum 
with the construction of the ramp at the front steps and this further support is 
gratefully acknowledged. A toilet facility for disabled persons has been pro¬ 
vided and plans are in hand to provide ramped access over the steps within the 
Museum foyer. 

The Scientific Research Distribution Committee of the Lottery Profits Board 
of Control has continued to support the scientific work of the Museum staff. 
Several projects funded earlier have been carried to completion during the year. 
In addition, Mr Wise received a grant of SI 2,000 towards the purchase and field 
expenses of a vehicle to support a programme of research into the invertebrate 
fauna of forest remnants in northern New Zealand. The project is a continuation 
and expansion of a study undertaken in the 1960s. 

The Disney Art Trust made a most generous grant of AS6.000. which, as Mr 
Muir reports below, has greatly assisted the Department of Applied Arts in the 
purchase of objects for its displays. The Museum's gratitude to Mr Charles 
Disney for the continuing generosity of the trust is gratefully acknowledged. 

The Department of Internal Affairs has made several grants to the Museum 
this year. The amount received in recognition of the Museum's responsibilities 
under the Antiquities Act was increased to $5,000 in recognition of the 
Museum's increased costs in this area. A further grant from the Museums and 
Art Galleries Scheme Fund was received in support of the Museums Liaison 
Officer in her work with local museums throughout the province. A major 
development was the support offered to the development of the Museum's 
conservation staff and facilities, referred to by Mr Park, below. A full subsidy 
on one position, a two-thirds subsidy on another and an indication of likely 
support for developing laboratory facilities in conservation is most worthwhile 
assistance in this important area of the Museum’s activities. 

A grant of $746 from the Sir John Logan Campbell residuary estate, together 
with grants received previously from the J.R. McKenzie Trust and the Oceans 
Society, was used to provide equipment to assist the Museum Education Ser-

Chairman of the Trust Board 

The year has not been an active one for the Trust Board since the secure and 
stable position of the Vaile property and the other investments has continued; 
details of the management of the Vaile building have again been attended to by 
the Director and the Accountant and only one meeting of the Board has been 
necessary during the year. 

There have, however, been some changes in the membership of the Board. 
Two members. Dr E.H. Roche and Mr J.H. Rose, resigned from the Board in 
July after long periods of service to the Museum. Dr Roche served on the Trust 
Board from 1975 until 1981. He was a member of the Institute and Museum 
Council from 1962 until 1977 and was Chairman of its Museum Committee 
from its inception in 1964 until 1976. Mr Rose was appointed to the Board in 
1966 and served until 1981. He joined the Institute and Museum Council in 
1951 and was a member continuously until 1970; he was President from 1958 to 
1961 and, subsequently, Vice-President. Mr Rose was elected an Honorary Life 
Member in 1977. Both these men have served the Trust Board well through their 
interest and their wise counsel and the Museum and the Trust Board, in particu¬ 
lar. have placed on record their appreciation of this service. 

In August, the Institute and Museum Council appointed Dr J.D. Atkinson to 
fill the vacancy left by Mr Rose and. at a General Meeting in September, Mr 
M.P. Hay was elected to fill the vacancy left by Dr Roche. 

The total of invested funds now stands at $893,472.

The death of Mrs Sylvia Reed, the Associate Ornithologist, has been referred 
to by the President. Council decided to make the position of Ornithologist a 
fulltime one, in recognition of the importance of this area of the Museum’s 
activities and collections. Several promising candidates for the position were 
interviewed and an appointment was made in May 1982. 

Leo Cappel retired from the staff at the end of the year. Mr Cappel joined the 
Museum staff in 1964 and, during his long period of service as Preparator.

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created many of the memorable displays to be seen in the Museum. In particu¬ 
lar. the Bird Hall displays, notably the Little Barrier Island diorama, and the 
Rangitoto diorama and working model in ’Auckland Landscapes’ are magnifi¬ 
cent examples of the lasting effect Leo has had on the visible face of the 
Museum. He has also become increasingly involved in a less visible side of 
museum work in more recent years, applying his skills to a wide range of 
conservation tasks on artefacts from this Museum and others throughout the 
province. Leo has retired to fulfill a longtime ambition, to become an itinerant 
maker of musical instruments, sailing the Pacific on the yacht he has built. The 
Museum wishes Leo and his family every success in this venture. 

Sherry Reynolds was appointed to the newly created position of Museums 
Liaison Officer, referred to in last year's report. Ms Reynolds has established a 
good liaison with local museums throughout the province, of which there are 
over ninety, offering them advice and access to information or specialist ser¬ 
vices. Sherry's previous experience suits her well to the post; an M.A. degree in 
Anthropology from Auckland University and the Diploma of Teaching. She has 
also been closely involved voluntarily with the Devonport Museum. 

Ms Gillian Chaplin was appointed to a new position within the Display 
Department of the Museum. Her appointment brings the number of display staff 
to three, still very small for a museum of our size. Gillian holds a Master of Fine 
Arts degree from Auckland University and has experience in several gallery and 
display fields. She has quickly become a valued member of the Museum's 
display team. 

Two members of staff gained further university qualifications during the year. 
Nigel Prickett, the E. Earle Vaile Archaeologist, completed his thesis on the 
archaeology of the New Zealand War period in Taranaki and was awarded a 
Doctorate in Philosophy from Auckland University. Another Auckland degree, 
M.Sc. in Botany, was awarded to the Museum's Botanist, Anthony Wright, upon 
completion of his thesis research into the genus Beilschmiedia. Congratulations 
are offered to both these staff members. 

Sandra Othams left to return to Australia and she was replaced as Director's 
Secretary by Mrs Gaye Powell. Mrs Verna Doyle retired from the position of 
Receptionist-Telephonist and was replaced by Mrs Maureen Taylor. 

The Museum has been well served by a number of temporary assistants 
employed under the Project Employment Programme and the Student Commun¬ 
ity Service Programme of the Department of Labour. These have included: 
Naomi McNeill, Ross Matheson, Tom Northey, Brett Peacock, Dwyllis Powell. 
Mick Pendergrast, Peter Quin, Kathryn Rowntree. Jeff Sissons, Jeffrey Spiro 
and Tim Walker (P.E.P.); Steven Barlow, Greg Burke, Peter Ellingham, Susan 
Evans, Clayton Fredericksen, Fiona Hassan, Ian Jervis, Jeff Malpas, Fiona Par- 
dington, Sharon Reilly, Fiona Shannon, Rochelle Simmons, Jeff Sissons, Gavin 
Smith, Pia Tamahori, Philippa Werry, Peter Whitehead (S.C.S.P.). Because of 
the value of the work carried out under these schemes and the experience gained 
by those employed under them, the Government's decision to abolish the Stu¬ 
dent Community Service Programme is greatly regretted. 

The Museum Staff Social Club has undergone a revival this year, after a 
period of inactivity. An enthusiastic committee under the chairmanship of An- 
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thony Wright has organised a number of successful occasions and events. A 
feature of these has been the way that staff from all sections of the Museum have 
participated together. As Director, 1 am very grateful to the Social Committee 
for its efforts. 

Conservation 

Conservation, the care of the items of material culture for which it is respon¬ 
sible, is a major part of the work of any Museum. Regrettably. New Zealand 
museums have been slow to develop their skills and expertise in this area. While 
individual members of staff have given good care and attention to the collections 
they curate, insufficient training and inadequate facilities have meant that many 
necessary tasks have remained undone. In recognition of these needs, museum 
interests in New Zealand have enlisted Government support through the avenue 
of an Advisory Committee to the Minister for the Arts on the Conservation of 
Material Culture. The committee has allocated funds for the training of New 
Zealanders in conservation skills at overseas institutions, for the establishment 
of museum positions for these people on their return here and for the equipping 
of conservation facilities. 

Leo Cappel increasingly came to use his expertise in solving conservation 
problems, both within the Museum and on behalf of smaller provincial institu¬ 
tions. The Museum Council decided that it would fulfill this commitment by 
creating a full Conservation Department within the Museum. Mr Cappel s posi¬ 
tion will be filled by a fully trained conservator as head of the conservation 
laboratory. With the help of a diminishing subsidy from the Minister's comm¬ 
ittee, another position has been established, to which Mr Gerry Barton, a New 
Zealand graduate who had been sent for conservation training to Rome and 
Toronto, has been appointed. In addition, Ms Georgina Christensen was placed 
at the Museum for a one-year period by the committee to enable her to broaden 
her experience. Ms Christensen is a former assistant director of Taranaki 
Museum, who received her conservation training in London. 

The next stage of the development of conservation at the Museum is the 
provision of a conservation laboratory. Planning is well underway for this and 
the laboratory should be completed in 1982-83. 

Display Programme 

Following the completion of the 'Auckland Landscapes' installation, the 
Museum has been considering a long-term plan for the development of its 
display galleries. After due consideration. Council adopted a scheme which 
gives priority in the immediate future to the redevelopment of the Maori display 
galleries. Auckland Institute and Museum has one of the finest Maori collec¬ 
tions in the world, but its displays fail to do justice to the magnificent material. 
Major redisplay is planned over the next three years to remedy this situation. 
Preliminary planning is well advanced and the first displays are under construct¬ 
ion. Following the Maori galleries, the plan calls for the redevelopment in the 
medium term of the large natural history galleries in the centre of the first floor 
— the Geology and Botany halls. 

This long-term planning does not mean, however, that other areas of the 
Museum will be neglected. Particularly during the planning stages, oppor- 
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tunities will exist, and are being taken advantage of, to renovate some older 
displays and complete some unfinished ones. 

In addition, an active programme of temporary exhibitions has been held in 
the Special Exhibitions Hall. These provide an extra attraction to the Museum 
visitor and remain very popular. Once again. Mr Wolfe and his staff are to be 
congratulated on the high standard of these exhibitions. 

Publications 

This year has been an active one for the Museum in publication. A new 
handbook “The Botany of Auckland" was produced and has met widespread 
acclaim. Written by Lucy Cranwell Smith, the Museum's Honorary Botanist, 
“The Botany of Auckland" is a profusely illustrated guide to the plant life of 
the Auckland region written in a way which makes it of value to anyone 
interested in the plants around them. The book is a much enlarged and revised 
version of handbooks of the same title written by Lucy Cranwell and Arnold 
Wall in 1936 and 1942. The Museum is very grateful to Lucy Cranwell Smith 
for her generosity, both in handing to the Museum the copyright in the book and 
for contributing substantially towards the costs of its production. Thanks are 
also expressed to many people in New Zealand who have assisted in the produc¬ 
tion of the book in many ways, including editorial work, providing illustrations 
and design and production work. 

“Woven Treasurers" by Nigel Bullough was produced as a handbook to 
) accompany the special exhibition of ikai weaving from Indonesia and the 
Philippines held in April. The Museum is grateful to Mr Bullough and other 
owners for the loan of material for this exhibition, to Mr Bullough for the 
writing and illustration of the handbook and to Ciba-Geigy (NZ) Ltd for a 
grant-in-aid of its publication. 

“Auckland Museum News" was produced four times during the year and 
continues to provide Institute members with news and information about events 
and activities of the Museum. A new guide leaflet to the Museum was produced, 
which is designed to help visitors find the displays they are particularly in¬ 
terested in and tell them something of the history of the Museum. The leaflet 
was also published in Japanese for the benefit of this largest group of non- 
English speakers among the Museum's visitors. Another addition to the folders 
describing parts of the collections was “Maori Tribal Carving Styles" by Dave 
Simmons, in simplified form in this leaflet, Mr Simmons presents the essential 
features that distinguish thirteen of the major tribal carving styles that display 
marked regional variations. This leaflet foreshadows what will be a major theme 
of the new Maori galleries now in the planning stages. 

The Records Volume 18 was published on December 18, 1981 and contained 
four papers on archaeology and ethnology by D.R. Simmons, W.J. Harsant and 
l.W.G. Smith; a botanical paper by E.G. Bangerter; and four papers on zoology 
by W.O. Cernohorsky, J.B. Keall and R.J. Rowe. The Museum is again very 
grateful to Mr Wise, as Editor, and to the Editorial Committee, Professor 
Green. Professor Newhook and Miss Robb. 

May I conclude by expressing to the Museum staff my gratitude for the 
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positive way in which they have tackled their duties during the past year and for 
the very cooperative attitude which exists at the Museum.

The number of requests for me to speak, take tours of the museum galleries or 
of historic and archaeological sites within the region, has increased. Most of the 
outside tours were made at the weekends. My attendance was also requested at 
four kaumatua whare wananga sessions held on marae at Orakei, Bay of Is¬ 
lands, Gisborne and Mangatu. In all, forty-four lectures were given to various 
organisations including guest lectures in the History, Anthropology and Fine 
Arts departments of the University. Guided tours of the Maori and Pacific hall 
displays and reserve collections were given to eighteen formal groups and many 
smaller informal parties of interested people. Tours of the volcanic hill pa of 
Tamaki and other sites of interest were taken on eighteen occasions. Lectures at 
centres outside Auckland, which involved considerable travel, totalled fourteen. 

1 was re-elected to the Council of the Polynesian Society and attended meet¬ 
ings in Auckland and Wellington. Wellington was also the venue for,meetings 
associated with the proposed exhibition of Maori art in the United States which 
was to begin at the end of 1983 but is now postponed until 1984. I am convenor 
of the curatorial committee, an author for the exhibition catalogue book and the 
preparer of captions for the one hundred and ninety-six objects to be included in 
the exhibition. This exhibition has already involved considerable travelling to 
and from Wellington. 

A television documentary prepared by Gordon Ell and titled "The People 
Before" based on my book "The Great New Zealand Myth" and subsequent 
research, has been shown. It has received a very good reception from all sec¬ 
tions of the public. Abookon Maori carvingentitled ‘ ‘ Whakairo. MaoriTribal Art ’' 
is in the hands of the publishers, Oxford University Press. 

The most notable discovery during the year was a lintel, in two pieces, found 
on different sides of the Waihou River near Puriri, Thames, by Clive Smith and 
Greg Way. The lintel had apparently been hidden in the mid 19th century. At 
the request of both finders, custody of the lintel, under the Antiquities Act, has 
been awarded to Auckland Museum. The lintel is carved with iron tools in the 
Ngati Porou style of the East Coast. Enquiries as to its history were made to 
knowledgeable elders. The lintel was part of a koha made by the Ngati Porou 
people to Ngati Maru on the occasion of an important marriage which took place 
between 1830 and 1832. The lintel was probably placed for safekeeping in the 
banks of the Wharepoa or Omahu Stream until it was disturbed by the floods of 
March 1981. The two pieces fit together and have not been in the water for any 
length of time. Conservation of the lintel has now almost been completed. When 
it is ready it will be taken to Mataiwhetu marae at Thames for the Ngati Maru to 
see before being finally placed in the museum. 

Other important accessions to the collections include a model meeting house 
doorway made by a Tuwharetoa carver before carving a house, which was later 
erected for the paramount chief of that tribe. At a later date, in order to express 
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friendship, it was presented to Wiremu Pou, chief of Ngati Pou at Tuakau. This 
koha was made between 1856 and 1858. It, together with some post carvings 
made at the time, were hidden in a swamp during the Waikato war of 1863. 
Included in the cache was the tekoteko of Wiremu Pou’s house in Waikato style. 
As far as I am aware, the model doorway is the only one which has survived and 
which is truly an architectural model. 

The museum has purchased, through the E.E. Vaile bequest, a rare dog shape 
bowl made with stone tools. It originally came from the Te Puke area. There are 
only eight dog shape bowls known; of those made with stone tools, two are in 
Dresden Museum in East Germany, one in the Peabody Museum, Harvard, 
Mass.. U.S.A. and this one. The others, made with metal tools, are copies made 
by the Ngati Tarawhai carvers of Rotoiti and are in Cambridge, Dunedin, 
Sydney and Dresden. The Te Puke bowl now in Auckland Museum differs from 
the others in that the bowl has human characteristics. In Arawa tradition Toi te 
Huatahi caught and ate Potakatawhiti, dog of the ariki Uenuku. This was one of 
the incidents which led to the Arawa canoe leaving Hawaiki. When Uenuku 
called his dog it replied from within Toi's great belly. As a punishment Toi te 
Huatahi was changed into a dog. Dog shape bowls come from the Bay of Plenty 
where they are given the name Potakatawhiti and are used to serve food to 
chiefs. The Te Puke bowl would seem to be a very special bowl in that it 
represents a man-dog who is almost certainly Toi te Huatahi and would be used 
to serve only the ariki. the paramount chief of the Arawa tribes. 

Mr Mick Pendergrast, a noted expert on Maori basketry acted as the agent of 
the museum for the collection of the work of Maori weavers working today. The 
kits and other items are accompanied by notes relating to the weaver, her 
training, range of material and her techniques. This will be an important re¬ 
source for future weavers. In many cases the weavers presented good examples 
of their work to the museum collections. In this respect we would particularly 
like to thank: Mrs Sarah Richmond, Mrs Riria Toni, Mrs Mania Peters. Mrs 
Edna Mihaere, Mr Dave Peters, Mrs Ethel Parata.

Some displays have been re-organised, and others changed from time to time. 
Mrs Diana Annandale and Mrs Val Penlington, representing the Auckland 
Weaver's Guild, have continued to provide interesting changes of handwoven 
craft work in the two cases allocated to the Guild in the Logan Campbell 
Gallery. In June, about fifty pieces of studio pottery from New Zealand and 
abroad went on display in the Logan Campbell Gallery to illustrate the acquisi¬ 
tion policies of the Museum and of the Auckland Studio Potters Inc. during the 
previous two years. The selection showed something of the Museum's 
indebtedness to the Studio Potters and to the Disney Art Trust for making 
important and frequent additions to the collection possible. 

Considerable progress has been noticeable in the development of the glass 
collection. There has been some re-organisation of the displays, especially to 
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allow for the exhibition of the small collection of contemporary glass. This is 
predominantly New Zealand in origin and reflects the rapid and recent advances 
being made by artist-craftspeople in this medium in this country. The Museum's 
collection, purchased with Funds made available by the Disney Art Trust, was 
displayed to coincide with the first New Zealand national Glassmakers Confer¬ 
ence which was held in Auckland in August. Following the conference, seven¬ 
teen pieces made by Professor Richard Marquis of California while he was in 
Auckland to give lectures and demonstrations, were displayed in the Logan 
Campbell Gallery and attracted a great deal of interest. One piece, a decorative 
coffee-pot, was purchased for the Museum's collection, and a laticino-type 
decorative non-functional teapot which had been presented by Professor Mar¬ 
quis to the New Zealand Society of Glassmakers was presented by the Society to 
the Museum. Both pieces, which are important examples of modern interna¬ 
tional glassware, are on display. 

The Disney Hall of English Furniture was the venue in April and May for an 
exhibition of musical instruments, old and new, mounted by the Auckland Early 
Music Society. Antique pieces of fine quality were shown alongside modern 
reproductions made in New Zealand. An important outcome of this event was 
the formulation of a policy within the department to develop a collection of 
European and New Zealand instruments. One of the more important collections 
of silver which had been on loan for quite some time was uplifted during the 
year. The removal of the Gunson Bros Trust Collection,almost all of which had 
been on public exhibition, required the re-organisation of most of the silver 
display, though this is now hardly noticeable due to the number of loans and 
gifts in the past year or two, which have more than made up for the losses. Five 
rugs which were on loan have also been returned to their owner, requiring 
replacements in the Furniture Hall. These have been met by recent purchases 
and items from the reserve collection. 

Mrs Smith has been working for some time making a copy of the needlework 
cover on a Queen Anne chair which is displayed with the Furniture Collection. 
This is painstaking work requiring great skill and accuracy. The cover is half- 
finished. and when it is completed the original will be removed for conserva¬ 
tion. Equal care has been given by Mrs Audrey McBirney to the silver and 
pewter collections, the furniture and the cataloguing of accessories to the collec¬ 
tion. Our thanks are due once more to the Hon. Curator of the Furniture Collec¬ 
tion, Mr W.H. Ross-Lowe for maintainance of the collection at the highest 
possible level of presentation, and in enthusing visitors and guided groups 
taking advantage of his experience and knowledge. 

There has been a constant need for the identification of objects, the supply of 
information, special visits, lectures, talks, and guided tours which have in¬ 
cluded visits by: the Auckland Porcelain Society; Mr Richard Shaw from 
California to study the ceramic collections; Leo King, President of the New 
Zealand Society of Potters; Mrs Gail Lambert from Taranaki to study New 
Zealand colonial pottery, especially pieces by Luke Adams; the Waiuku Pottery 
Group; the North Shore Historical Society; Mr Pierre Cafler from Raibaix 
France, to study items from the collection of Edouard Eugene Cafler, a pioneer 
settler of Whangarei; the Pakuranga Arts Centre Interior Design Group; the 
Auckland Historical Society; the North Shore Pottery Club; the Carrington 
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Technical College Apprentices group; the Titirangi Community Arts Council; 
volunteers from the Howick Colonial Village; the Glenbrook Country Women’s 
Institute; and Mrs Valerie Carson, Textile Conservator at the National Museum 
in Wellington. 

As a result of Mrs Carson’s visit, moves have already been made to improve 
Conservation techniques and the handling and display of the textiles and cos¬ 
tumes. One of these was the removal of the two large drapes woven by Use von 
Randau in the 1950s and hung until recently in the Exhibition Hall entrance- 
hall. These have been cleaned and lightly restored. 

The acceptance of loans to the collection has been heavily reduced to items of 
major importance only. These included the Leo Tattersfield Collection of 
Chinese Jade, a major deposit of some 150 pieces ranging from the archaic 
period to the nineteenth century, nine pieces of silver from Mr C. Stanbridge, a 
silver presentation cup which belonged to Major General R.H. Wynyard, lent 
by Mr R.L. Wynyard of Ellerslie, and contemporary New Zealand studio pot¬ 
tery deposited by the Auckland Studio Potters Inc. 

Purchases made from the Specimen Purchase Fund and from the Disney Art 
Trust included an English oak coffer dated about 1660, two seventeenth century 
tapestries probably of English origin, two Indonesian textiles, a large ceramic 
vase by Don Reiz, (USA), a group of commemorative beakers, mugs, plates, 
cups and saucers marking the wedding of the Prince and Princess of Wales, 
several pieces of contemporary New Zealand pottery, including works by 
Catherine Anselmi, Graeme Storm, Roger Brittain, Mirek Smisek, Jill Totty, 
Dennis O'Connor, Lex Dawson, Campbell Hegan, Rick Rudd, Beverley Lux- 
ton, David Brokenshire, and Suzanne Catley. 

There has been a steady stream of carefully selected donations added to the 
collection, among which the following appear as highlights; a cast-iron toy 
tricycle dated about 1870 from the estate of Lloyd Beeche; a mid-Victorian 
walnut veneer card table, presented by Mr and Mrs Q.E. Rutherford; a plate, 
formerly part of a dinnei service belonging to Governor Hobson, presented by 
Mr John Stacpoole; a Nailsea double glass flask of about 1830, presented by 
Miss Y. Taylor; thirty-nine pieces of early New Zealand studio pottery from the 
Estate of Frances J. Hunt; a Chinese export ware plate with the arms of Lord 
Nelson from Mrs D. Gibbs; a nineteenth century loving cup from Miss E.M. 
Burgess; and a collection of fans, jewellery, boxes, dressmaking materials, 
clothing, kitchen utensils and colonial pottery from Mrs C.A. Ward.

During the year in addition to everyday ‘housekeeping’ of the archaeology 
collections there was useful extra work done by Clayton Fredericksen and Brett 
Peacock under Labour Department Projects. Mr Fredericksen worked for three 
months reorganising the gear store, preparing Taranaki samples for radiocarbon 
dating, cataloguing the extensive collection of field notebooks and doing other 
work in the department. Mr Peacock catalogued and shelved the Bill and Mavis 
Brambley Collection from Manukau South Head, and drew a large part of the 
collection for future publication. 
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Two articles have been published in \\\e New Zealand Archaeological Associ¬ 
ation Newsletter: on clay pipes from the Paremata site near Wellington and on 
Taranaki petroglyphs. An article on the archaeology of Maori dwellings was 
accepted for publication by the New Zealand Journal of Archaeology, and a 
report on Taranaki fieldwork in 1980 and 1981 has been submitted to the 
Records. The volume The First Thousand Years: Regional Perspectives in New 
Zealand Archaeology, of which 1 am editor, is with the printer and due to be 
published in May. 

Fieldwork over the year has included three weeks in Taranaki in November 
and December, which saw the end of my pa mapping programme in the region 
from New Plymouth to Stoney River. In early January, I was able to spend eight 
days recording archaeological sites on the Chicken Islands in Bream Bay, for 
which thanks are due to the Hauraki Gulf Maritime Park Board and the Offshore 
Islands Research Group. I also attended the conference of the New Zealand 
Archaeological Association at Christchurch in May, where 1 gave a paper, and 
the annual meeting of the Museum Anthropologists Group in March. As the 
New Zealand Archaeological Association's nominee to the Board of the New 
Zealand Historic Places Trust and chairman of the Trust's archaeology commit¬ 
tee, 1 have had to attend many meetings in Wellington. As editor of the New 
Zealand Archaeological Association Newsletter I have also been on the council 
of that Association. 

Many talks on aspects of archaeology have been given over the year, includ¬ 
ing talks in the Museum lecture series and to the Friends of the Waikato Art 
Museum. In March I started a six week series of lectures on “Archaeology and 
the Natural Sciences" under the Continuing Education programme. 

Honorary Archaeologist, Lady Fox, has been working on material excavated in 
1966 at Maioro, South Auckland, by Professor Green and the University Ar¬ 
chaeological Society. A full report has been prepared for the Museum Records. 
Fieldwork in the Maioro-Waiuku district has resulted. Other work has included 
the preparation of her Maori bone box work for publication and the writing of 
popular archaeological material for the New Zealand Historic Places Trust pam¬ 
phlet series and the English magazine Popular Archaeology.

Miss J.H. Goulding. Honorary Research Associate in Botany, has completed 
the text for her book on Fanny Osborne flower paintings, and submitted it to the 
publishers. Photographic copies of all known Osborne paintings are now held by 
the Museum, and those selected for use in the book have been loaned to the 
publishers. Mr E.B. Bangerter, Associate Botanist, has continued his weekly 
attendance to provide for the curation and building up of our adventive plant 
collections. Throughout the year I have been greatly assisted by Mr Bangerter, 
Mrs M.M.G. Wright, Dr A. Colina, Mrs J. Dow, Mrs C. Smith, MrG. Straka 
and Mr P. Schofield who have provided almost continuous voluntary assistance 
in the Herbarium. There is no doubt that the work of the Department would be 
severely curtailed without this enthusiastic band of workers, and 1 wish to record 
my sincere appreciation of their efforts. Early in 1982, I completed a thesis 
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entitled A taxonomic revision of Beilschmiedia in New Zealand for the degree of 
Master of Science. 

Visitors to the Department have included several distinguished botanists pass¬ 
ing through Auckland either before or after the International Botanical Congress 
in Sydney in August 1981. A number of local scientists have worked on our 
collections, as well as six post-graduate students from the University of Auck¬ 
land who have completed part of their thesis research in the Herbarium. For the 
first time in many years, the Auckland Botanical Society has held an evening 
meeting in the Herbarium. It was a pleasure to host this group, particularly since 
amateurs provide a very significant input into the knowledge of New Zealand's 
botany. 

Through the Offshore Islands Research Group and the Auckland University 
Field Club I have been able to visit Little Barrier Island, Mayor Island, Rimariki 
Island, the Chickens Islands, and numerous small islands off Helena Bay and 
the Mimiwhangata Peninsula over the last year. These and other mainland field 
trips have yielded valuable additions to the Museum’s collections. I have con¬ 
tinued to respond to public, business, local body and police enquiries on a wide 
range of botanical and geological matters, and have given talks or conducted 
field trips for several school groups and amateur clubs. 

I have continued to sit on the Council of the University of Auckland, and 
several of its committees, most notably the committee organising the Universi¬ 
ty’s centenary celebrations in May 1983, and am on the committees of the 
Auckland Botanical Society and the Offshore Islands Research Group. Meetings 
of the Government House Gardens Advisory committee, theAuckland Regional 
Authority Botanic Gardens sub-committee and Technical Advisory Committee 
have been attended regularly. 

Significant increases in accessions of new specimens and exchange material 
were reported in the last Annual Report. These have been totally eclipsed by the 
1981-1982 figures. Numbered collections increased by 5044 species lots to 158, 
486(2953 in 1980-1981; 1700 in 1979-1980). 2291 specimens from 10 institu¬ 
tions were received in exchange for 1366 specimens sent out to 12 herbaria 
(1071 specimens received from 6 institutions, 321 sent to 2 herbaria in 1980- 
1981). 16 outward loans of specimens to 6 herbaria were despatched, and 8 
inward loans from 5 herbaria were received in the past year. Gifts of specimens 
have been received from many individuals and institutions. Most notable are 
those from Mr E.K. Cameron, Drs I. & O. Degener, Mr A.E. Esler, Dr R.O. 
Gardner, Dr & Mrs B. W. Hayward, the late Mr K.P. Olsen, Mrs M.A. Rogers, 
Mr P. Schofield and Mr G. Straka.

lege, 73; Auckland Teachers College, 347. Secondary Teachers College, 57; 
total 467. 

Exchange of Museum loan cases: City schools, 673. Provincial schools, 1108. 

Attendances have increased by 12% this year. Improved services for schools, 
new display material and the provision for extended visits are contributing 
factors. The display "Auckland Landscapes — past and future" has attracted 
attention. It is used in the geology, geography and early Auckland study areas of 
the curriculum. The Maori Court is ever popular. 

With the closing of North Shore Teachers College fewer students from that 
college attended. Although few students from Auckland Teachers College came 
to the Museum on section, it is hoped that through improved liaison the College 
will encourage more students to use this Museum for sections and realize the 
value of this particular type of teaching and the skills that may be reinforced. To 
this end. the student facilities have been expanded by improved professional 
resources, environment and the provision of special teaching trolleys: The large 
number of students who used the Museum for curriculum studies and for review¬ 
ing the Museum teaching resources is encouraging. 

With a view to more individual planning for all visiting groups "Guidelines 
for your Museum Visit" have been produced and. with other planning notes, are 
sent to the teachers of all groups visiting the Museum. This allows for a more 
sensitive and flexible approach to our support for teachers and pupils. 

The Education Service feels that it is important to have clear, well presented 
information sheets and activity sheets for children and teachers to work with and 
is consequently using off-set printing processes to produce much material. To 
implement this, an electronic typewriter has been purchased with generous 
donations from the McKenzie Education Foundation, the Sir John Logan 
Campbell Residuary Estate and the Education Department. This typewriter has 
special functions that will assist in producing high quality material. Infoimation 
sheets, activity sheets and plans were produced for Auckland Landscapes, Col¬ 
onial studies, N.Z. Bird Hall, Pacific Hall, Maori Court and Geology Hall. 

Several groups of teachers have used the Education Service for in-service 
work. Visits to schools, such as Homai College, were made, outlining our 
services. 

The Education Officers attended a two day Museum Education Course at 
M.O.T.A.T. in February. The 17 members discussed mutual problems in our 
institutions and formed the Museum Education Association of New Zealand. 1 
attended the Biennial Conference of the Museum Education Association of 
Australia in Melbourne in August. This was a worthwhile and stimulating 
conference, both countries having similar problems in museum education. 

The collection of artefacts for children to handle has been expanded. The 
Education Service is indebted to the Education Department for its grant of $400 
for materials to improve storage facilities. Two 30 drawer units and 6 special 
purpose trolleys for storage and demonstration have been built. Sets of slides 
have been produced showing N.Z. geological features and the natural environ¬ 
ment of fish. Overhead transparencies have been produced for the geology, 
Maori and Teachers College student education. Further rare Archaic Maori 
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artefacts have been replicated in fibreglass using funds from the McKenzie 
Education Foundation Fund. 


The manufacture, distribution and general maintenance of Museum Loan 
Cases has continued to function smoothly under the care of John McCaw and 
Pamela Towers. The cases have been in constant demand by both city and 
provincial schools. John McCaw has spent the majority of time this year in 
upgrading display cases and renewing display panels. Some conservation work 
has been necessary on artefacts. 



The Education Service would like to extend thanks to the Education Board for 
its efficient administration of our services to schools, and to the Education 
Department for its professional advice and financial help by way of special 
grants. 


Entomologist 


J.s. ENSOR 


Following the provision of a grant by the Lottery Board of Control Scientific 
Research Distribution Committee, 1 spent the period from 22 March to 30 April 
1981 in Australia. The main purpose of this visit was to carry out research work 
in the South Australian Museum Entomology Department, Adelaide, on Mac¬ 
quarie Island Collembola (springtails), with a colleague, Ms Penelope 
Greenslade. who is a specialist on Collembola which are a primitive group of 
tiny Hexapoda. Because Macquarie Island is administered by Australian au¬ 
thorities some Collembola collected by Australian expeditions had been re¬ 
ceived and examined by her. In view of my own specialisation on Antarctic- 
subantarctic Collembola and work on the faunas of subantarctic islands south of 
New Zealand, as well as my previous examination of other collections from 
Macquarie Island, it had seemed best that we co-ordinate our work. I travelled 
to Adelaide via Sydney and Melbourne spending time in the Museums and 
particularly their Entomology Departments in each of those two cities on the 
way. Three weeks in Adelaide were mainly spent examining Macquarie Island 
Collembola in the Museum Entomology Department, and the Museum itself 
was visited. During a period of leave I called on the Entomologist at the Western 
Australian Museum, Perth. Only a brief visit to Canberra was possible but full 
use of a day there was made at the Entomology Division, C.S.I.R.O , particu¬ 
larly with Entomologists in the Australian National Insect Collection section. 


Collaboration between Ms Greenslade and myself is continuing on Macquarie 
Island and other southern Collembola. We have now recognised over 20 species 
in the Macquarie Island group. I am also studying further southern and New 
Zealand collections. 


A further grant by the Lottery Board of Control Scientific Research Distribu¬ 
tion Committee was given in 1981 for provision of a research vehicle to be used 
on a long-term project. Consequently a new Subaru four-wheel drive station 
wagon was purchased in November 1981. 

This project, on ground faunas of forest remnants, continues work done in the 
1960s and 1970s, mainly in North Auckland, and extends it to areas south of 
Auckland. Field trips have been made southwards including Mt Ruapehu in 
December 1981, to North Auckland in January 1982. and to the Raglan-Kawhia 
area, the Whangarei Heads area and the Thames area in March. Several more 
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local one-day collecting trips were also made to Orere Pt and to various places 
on the Manukau Harbour and in the Waitakere Ranges including the Huia area. 
During all these, general collecting was done with the use of nets and by visual 
searching. In addition. 144 plant/soil samples were taken for faunal extraction. 

Following an Auckland Savings Bank grant we have been able to obtain four 
insect cabinets made to order. Two of these have been immediately filled with 
prepared exotic collections and the others allow for expansion of the New 
Zealand collections. 

Mrs Jenny Gurr has continued her curatorial work in the Department; she 
prepared and sorted some large exotic collections as well as the usual incoming 
New Zealand material including an interesting collection presented by G.A.H. 
Helson of Auckland. Fiona Kay BA assisted with recording and editing for 
several weeks from August to September 1981. 

Under the Project Employment Programme, Thomas Northey BSc worked on 
spirit collections from May to September, and under the Student Community 
Service Programme, Gavin Smith gave technical assistance in December and 
January. Currently, under the PEP. Peter Quin is illustrating insects and Jeffrey 
Spiro MSc is assisting with field and resulting work. All this extra assistance is 
of great benefit to the Department. 

Loans of invertebrates to specialists have included a large series of Australian 
Buprestid beetles to Dr Shelley Barker, University of Adelaide. Dr K.W. Dun¬ 
can, University of Canterbury, visited the Department to examine our terrestrial 
Amphipoda and subsequently was given a large loan of this material. Mr J.S. 
Dugdale, Entomology Division Auckland, has progressively borrowed small 
series of our Lepidoptera type specimens in order to photograph and record 
them; he has now completed this work on 85 types. 

In addition to the above-mentioned projects on Collembola and faunas of 
forest remnants, other research projects are continuing on insect dispersal, par¬ 
ticularly ship-trapping with the assistance of Captain J.A.F. Jenkins, and on 
New Zealand/Pacific Islands Neuroptera, Odonata and other aquatic insects. 

As usual the Annual Report and the Records were edited and produced; 
volume 18 of the latter was published on 18 December 1981. A considerable 
amount of time has been required to edit a manuscript and liaise with the printers 
towards the production of a forthcoming large Bulletin by Mr Simmons.

Extension Officer 
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Renovation of the circulating displays continues. Mr Gossage has completed 
the revision of “Decorative Arts of the Maori". “Fishing Old and New", "The 
Axe and the Adze" and with Ms Chaplin, “Erosion”. Ms Chaplin is currently 
working on “Duck Food" and "Colour in New Zealand Plants". New displays 
made are “Pacific Shell Necklaces" and “Clam and Pearl Shell" by Ms Chap¬ 
lin and “Maori Legends" by Mr Gossage. The production of these new displays 
has enabled us to establish two new display sites during the year, one at Rotorua 
Lakes High School and one at Kaitaia Borough Council Office. These circulat¬ 
ing displays are located throughout the Auckland area in public libraries, high 
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schools, and local body offices and other places where the public gather. There 
are seventy-two sites where display panels are on continuous display, and we 
have a waiting list of nine organisations that wish to join in the scheme as soon 
as new displays can be made. 

The lunch-time series of ten lectures entitled “Know Your Museum" which 
is organized in conjunction with the Auckland Workers' Educational Associa¬ 
tion was again held with a full roll, restricted in order to keep the group to a size 
suitable for visiting the store rooms and public galleries. Speakers were Mr 
Park, The Museum and its services; Mrs Smith, the Textile collection; Mr 
Cernohorsky, Shells as a Hobby; Mr Muir, Asian Ceramics; Mr Prickett, Ar¬ 
chaeology and the Museum; Mr Simmons, Polynesian canoes; Mr Stephenson, 
New Zealand fishes; Mr Thwaites, The Museum library; Mr Turbott, New 
Zealand birds and Mr Wise, Exotic Insects. 

Use of the Auditorium has increased with some seventy-four private book¬ 
ings and fifty museum related functions. Special exhibitions have also in¬ 
creased. Our 1982 programme contains fifteen exhibitions and it appears that 
1983 will be comparable. Fitting fifteen exhibitions into twelve months can be 
quite difficult as there are so few days on which the Exhibition hall is free and 
many of the exhibitions require special time slots for their displays. 

Sales of our popular publications continue at a steady rate. Some six thousand 
books were sold by mail order in the past year and I would like to pay tribute to 
the dispatch and accounts departments for the way they have contended with the 
considerable work involved. Of all our popular publications, pride of place must 
go to Native Animals of New Zealand by A.W.B. Powell which is still selling 
steadily (sixteen thousand copies since the 1975 reprint) although it has been on 
the market since 1947. 

The Planetarium continues to be a popular attraction in the Museum. There 
were 834 sessions during the year of which 170 were for schools. In addition 
special lectures were given to the Navigation Society and Auckland Teachers 
College Science Students J,H. WADHAM 

Liaison Officer 

This is the first year of the Liaison Service and I took up my appointment in 
May. under a grant from the Art Galleries and Museums Scheme of the Depart¬ 
ment of Internal Affairs. Initially I allocated some time to familiarise myself 
with the Museum 's resources, meet the staff and plan directions for the Service. 

The area covered by the Liaison Service extends in the south to Taumaranui 
and north to Cape Reinga. The southern boundaries are not strictly adhered to as 
no Liaison Officer exists for the southern half of the North Island. Approxi¬ 
mately 98 museums and related historical organizations exist in my area. 
Throughout the year I have undertaken a series of visits to museums in the 
Region. These visits were an excellent opportunity to establish personal con¬ 
tacts, to gain a perspective of the museological practices, identifying particular 
resource people and observing museum problems at first hand. 1 was able to 
supply advice and assistance for specific requests as well as gauging a general 
impression for future needs and directions. 
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Requests for assistance have covered a number of areas and I have been 
fortunate to be able to draw on information from the museological literature held 
in the Library here and seek the assistance of our staff members, and of other 
individuals outside of the museum involved in related fields. Suggestions for 
displays and methods of presentation and interpretation were of considerable 
interest. Lighting techniques, labelling types and planning readable contents, 
methods of audio-visual presentation and case and panel constructions were 
mentioned. The importance of creating suitable conditions in which to display 
artefacts was stressed. Information was provided on aspects of the storage 
requirements of collections including the prevention of insect infestation. Of 
particular concern was the storage of textiles, photographs, maps, documents 
and ethnographic material. 

Inquiries relating to finance, employment schemes and tourism were also 
received. 1 supplied information relating to possible sources for funding grants. 
The Labour Department Leaflets relating to work schemes were circulated, 
while projects operating in other museums were also discussed. There is an 
increasing interest in aspects of tourism amongst museum personnel, and a 
desire to create further publicity to attract visitors to their museums. 

Registration methods in museums were examined. Over three quarters of the 
museums visited had some form of registration procedure working, there being 
some considerable variation with no real standardisation. Modifications were 
suggested for some methods while there were requests for assistance from others 
seeking to establish a system. 

Aspects of museum security were of concern to museum personnel. A close 
liaison with local fire and police departments was encouraged. Questions relat¬ 
ing to insurance, including policies for collections, were received. Museum 
groups operating current policies were able to supply relevant information to 
several organisations. In November 1 attended a meeting at MOTAT on Disaster 
Preparedness. I was appointed to the interim committee which was set up to 
investigate and propose an organisation that would be able to assist museums, 
art galleries, libraries and related institutions with their collections in the event 
of a disaster. 

Information pertaining to the care, treatment and cleaning of certain items 
was of interest to a number of groups. Generally advice was able to be offered 
on my visits but in several cases the problems were of a more specialised nature 
and required specialist attention. The National Conservator, Ed Kulka at the 
Auckland City Art Gallery and Valerie Carson the Textile Conservator from the 
National Museum assisted with these particular problems. I have had contact 
with a local supplier of archival materials who had made some samples available 
to me for use in the field too. 

A number of inquiries were received for information on planning educational 
programmes for school parties visiting museums. Liaison was established with 
the School Service here, who were particularly helpful in this direction. 

I attended four seminars this year, the ARANZ “Photographic Seminar" in 
Wellington and the AGMANZ Seminars on “Textiles”, “Security" and “Pre¬ 
ventative Conservation of Works of Art on Paper and Paintings”. Attendance at 
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these was an excellent chance to gather selected information relating to the 
inquiries 1 receive. As well, it was an opportunity to discuss the published 
material with those specifically trained in the particular disciplines, participate 
in practical workshops and discuss related problems and solutions with super¬ 
visors and course participants. S. REYNOLDS 

Librarian 

The most obvious aspect of the past year for the library has again been the 
increasing awareness by many Aucklanders of the existence of our resources 
and research facilities. During the year a satisfactory level of service was still 
provided for library users but only at the expense of a great deal of unrecorded 
incoming material and also at the cost of considerable strain upon the members 
of the library staff. Without the addition of at least one further staff member it is 
certain that our present standards of service and organisation will suffer. There 
is an urgent need for a specialist cataloguer, a position without which a research 
library such as ours should not be. 

1 would like to pay tribute to those Institute members who have supported us 
so admirably and tangibly through donations to the Library Purposes Fund. A 
complete sequence of Christchurch newspapers from 1880 to 1954 was donated 
by the George Forbes Memorial Library. Lincoln College and the considerable 
freight costs involved in transporting this collection were provided by the Fund. 
In addition the Fund was used to purchase a manuscript journal kept by Judge 
J.A. Wilson of the Maori Land Court in 1910. This important item contains 
notes and observations on Maori customs relating to land ownership. A quite 
different but equally important use of the Fund was the purchase of 20 Solander 
Boxes, constructed of special archival materials, to house some of the library's 
valuable art works such as Heaphy and Von Tempsky drawings and water 
colours. Yet another welcome purchase was the acquisition of the 3 volume 
facsimile edition of the Zoology of the Voyage of the Beagle, published by Nova 
Pacifica. 


There have also been several outstanding gifts from Institute members. Mr 
Peter Warren continued his pattern of previous years, during which time he has 
given over 500 books about military and naval history. Sir Charles Fleming's 
valued support of our library is shown by his donation of copies of the important 
biographical publications of the Royal Society of London and of copies of the 
major ornithological publication. Auk. Mr R B. Sibson donated copies of 
British Birds. 1946-1967. and continues to give us copies of Ibis. British Ar¬ 
chaeological Reports. Journal of Hellenic Studies and Prudentia. He also 
presented a copy of the major work. Birds of Oman. Mr J.P. Webster, the 
Curator of Ewelme Cottage, which was for many years the home of Rev. 
Vicesimus Lush, has greatly assisted in helping to catalogue Lush items in our 
library and he supplements this with frequent donations. The Director Emeritus. 
Mr E.G. Turbotl, gave many important natural history and other books — the 
library has benefitted greatly from his generosity. In the face of savage increases 
in the prices of published books and periodicals it would be difficult to over¬ 
emphasize the importance of such donations. 

The Manuscript Collection was again heavily used. During the year many 
important items were added to the collection. 8 microfilms of papers relating to 
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Bishop G.A. Selwyn were purchased, being records held at Cambridge Univer¬ 
sity Library. From the estate of Mr Arnold Wharton came a large collection of 
indexes listing every motion picture shown at Queen Street Cinemas from 
1931-1980. The collection will be invaluable for those interested in film history 
and chronicles an important part of Auckland's social history. Three large 
groups of papers are worthy of special mention. Firstly, the Auckland Branch, 
New Zealand Institute of Surveyors placed on deposit a large collection of their 
manuscript and printed records. A large group of Kemp Family papers were 
presented by Mrs Joan W. Kemp of Victoria. In addition to genealogical records 
relating to the New Zealand Kemp associations, Mrs Kemp has compiled A 
Kemp Family History, a comprehensive account which includes genealogical 
tables. Thirdly, we were pleased to accept the donation of reports, minute books 
and scrapbooks of the Home and Family Society for the years. 1893-1979. 

The rapid growth in genealogical research mentioned last year has continued, 
but it is pleasing to note most genealogists are now much more sophisticated in 
their use of library resources and this has meant a lessening of pressure on 
Museum library staff. However, written requests for genealogical information 
pose a difficult problem as there is just not staff time available to answer often 
quite detailed requests which are received at the rate of 10-20 per week. 1 am 
indebted to the members of the North Shore Group, New Zealand Society of 
Genealogists who continue to index our volumes of Auckland Death Notices, 
1910-1975, especially Mrs J. Dickens, Mrs N. Hair. Mrs B. Holland, Mr S. 
McGill, Mrs N. O'Reilly, Mr A. and Mrs M. Philson, Mrs G. Revell, Mrs D. 
Russell, Mrs R. Walters and Mrs S. Wardle. who have contributed in this 
entirely voluntary work. Monetary donations from the Auckland and North 
Shore Groups have enabled us to purchase several useful microfilms including 
Muster Rolls for the 58th Regiment and also New Zealand Company Passenger 
lists. 

It is again gratifying to record that the library's Photograph Collection is 
found by so many to be such an important historical resource. The public 
demand for copies of items from the collection is now heavier than ever before 
and this, coupled with the constant level of reference work with the Collection, 
meant that Mr Maitland had very little time for the accessioning and cataloguing 
of incoming material. We were however fortunate to have the services of Mr 
Timothy Walker under the Project Employment Programme and he was able to 
catalogue several hundred photographs, in particular the Hammond Collection 
relating to the Maori history of Thames and environs. There were several 
important donations of photographs. 500 glass plate negatives depicting saw- 
milling near Opotiki, ca. 1912, were donated by Mr O.B. Pickard. Mr D. 
Crosby presented an interesting group of negatives about the Waerenga Experi¬ 
mental Farm, near Te Kauwhata. Mr Michael King has made many important 
photographs available for us to copy. 

It is especially pleasing to observe the growing awareness of our New Zea¬ 
land Women’s Archives Collection. Since 1961 this valuable biographical arc¬ 
hive has grown into a resource containing over 4000 entries relating to New 
Zealand women and their achievements. The individual entries are indexed by 
name and subject and each year sees increased use of the collection by resear¬ 
chers in many fields. As in previous years I am grateful to Mrs M. Nash and the 
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other members of the committee, Mrs B. Holt, Mrs N. Moore, Miss M. Pater¬ 
son and Mrs S. Ross. Their continuing efforts are very much appreciated. 

I would like to pay tribute to the members of my staff who continue to provide 
library service of a very high level to museum staff, Institute members and the 
general public. We were able to employ several people under Labour Depart¬ 
ment programmes. In addition to Timothy Walker already mentioned, Ross 
Matheson and Dwyllis Powell catalogued items from the Botany Department's 
large collection of reprints, Sharon Reilly catalogued a major part of the consid¬ 
erable back-log of biographical material waiting to be added to the New Zealand 
Women's Archives Collection. Jeffrey Sissons arranged and indexed the very 
important collection of George Graham Manuscript Papers relating to the Maori 
history of Auckland, Jeffrey Malpas and Peter Ellingham accomplished many 
useful tasks. Finally, as in previous years I must mention our voluntary assis¬ 
tants, without whom our level of library service would definitely be com¬ 
promised. They are: Mr S.G. Brooker, Rev. Dr A.B. Catley, Mrs M. Fitzgib- 
bon. Miss O. Poole and Mrs P. Sayes. Many other Institute members gave 
advice and support throughout the year and I would mention in particular Mr 
J.A.S. Burns, Mr Brian Hooker, Miss E.A. Evans, Mr and Mrs R. Gamble and 
Mrs V. Mossong.

Malacologist 

The Department continues to provide services to members of the public with 
identifications, advice on collection, cleaning and storage of specimens, scien¬ 
tific literature and other information. I would like to record my thanks to Dr 
A.W.B. Powell for his continued assistance with enquiries relating to New 
Zealand Mollusca. 

Assistance with identifications, taxonomic and related problems has been 
given to Dr B. Wilson, National Museum of Victoria, Melbourne: Carfel Shell 
Museum, Manila, Philippines; Dr B.F. Leach, Anthropology Department, 
Otago University; Dr R. McLean, Geography Department, and Mr S. Best. 
Anthropology Department, Auckland University; Ministry of Agriculture & 
Fisheries. Mt Albert; Dr A. Tigai, Archaeology Department, University of 
Khartoum, Sudan; Dr R. Bieler, Hamburg University and Dr I. Yaron, Ben 
Gurion University of the Negev, Israel. 

Requests for the loan of and information on type-specimens have been re¬ 
ceived from various institutions. We also received on loan type-specimens from 
the Australian Museum. Sydney; Academy of Natural Sciences, Philadelphia; 
British Museum (Natural History), London; Institute of Malacology, Tokyo; 
Manchester University Museum; Museum National d'Histoire Naturelle. Paris; 
National Museum of Victoria, Melbourne; National Science Museum, Tokyo; 
National Museum of N.Z., Wellington; N.Z. Geological Survey, Lower Hutt; 
South Australian Museum, Adelaide and Tulane University, New Orleans, 

Type-specimens of new species described by me during the year have been 
donated to the British Museum (Natural History), London, the Smithsonian 
Institution, Washington and the Western Australian Museum. We received from 
the Los Angeles Museum of Natural History paratypes of Neomphalus freiierae 
McLean, from ventfields of the Galapagos Rift, and from the Australian 
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Museum. Sydney, a paratype of Hemidonax arafurensis Ponder, from the 
Arafura Sea. 

During the year visitors to our Department for the purposes of study were Dr 
C. Estival, Noumea, New Caledonia; Mr G. Evans, Auckland University; Mr 
H. Heinicke, Bremen, Germany; Mr B. Parkinson, Rabaul. Papua New Guinea, 
and Mr T. Penniket, Auckland. 

From the 17th to 29th May 1 visited the Los Angeles Museum of Natural 
History on a United States museum grant to work with Ms T. Bratcher, on a 
monograph of world-wide Terebridae. Other research during the year dealt with 
Mitridae of the world, deep-water molluscs from the Mozambique Channel and 
the taxonomy of Indo-Pacific Mollusca. 

The Department has purchased through the Hilton bequest a very large collec¬ 
tion of shells from the estate of the late Dr D. Munro, which contained material 
from the Palau Islands, Marshall Islands and the Sarawak-Borneo area. Ms S. 
Evans, a zoology student employed under the Student Community Service 
Programme curated the wet collection and also devoted a lot of her time to the 
sorting of the Munro collection. 1 also would like to record my thanks to Mrs N. 
Gardner from the Conchology Section, who gave assistance with the prelimi¬ 
nary sorting of New Zealand material from the Munro collection. 

The Department continues to provide quarters for the monthly meetings of the 
Auckland Institute and Museum Conchology Section. A lecture on "Shells as a 
hobby" was given to members of the Workers Education Association and 
another on fossil molluscs to a Geology class from the Carrington Technical 
Institute.

Honorary Research Associate in Mollusca 

Although officially retired I still devote much of my time to molluscan re¬ 
search. This involves visits to the Museum, usually several times a week, to 
refer to literature and material, but most of my work is now done at home. 

In an earlier report 1 referred to the difficulty of finding avenues of publica¬ 
tion for lengthy manuscripts. In particular I quoted the case of my monograph of 
the Turrid subfamily Clavinae, which had by then reached 400typed pages.with 
many illustrations. Since then 1 have added over 250 pages and am still scanning 
the “Zoological Record" for Clavinids published during recent years, that will 
have to be included. 1 am heartened, however, by an offer from Dr R. Tucker 
Abbott of Melbourne, Florida, who promises to publish the Clavinae as soon as 
I can complete the manuscript. 

My wife, Ida, who generously offered to process deep-water dredging sam¬ 
ples from stations off the Northland east coast and Bay of Plenty areas, has so 
far segregated the molluscs from the following stations — (1) Poor Knights 
Islands, entrance to South Harbour, 40 feet — (2) Poor Knights Islands, 
dredged off Cave Entrance — (3) Off Aldermen Islands, 80 fathoms — (4) Off 
Plate Island, Bay of Plenty. All the molluscs are in good condition and include 
many species of minute size. In addition, Mrs Powell has processed a quantity 
of leafmould from South West Island, Three Kings, which yielded a rich fauna 
of small to minute Endodontid land snails. 
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Frequent requests for information and the identification of molluscan material 
still claim some of my time both at the Museum and at home.

Marine Biologist 

Participation in the University of Auckland 1981/82 Antarctic Research Prog¬ 
ramme has been a highlight to the year's activities. A specific project, to 
investigate isopod fish parasites, formed part of studies into the neuromuscular 
physiology, parasitology and demography of Ross Sea fishes. Fieldwork was 
carried out at seasonal stations on the sea ice, along the McMurdo Sound/Cape 
Royds area, with collections being taken by line-fishing and trapping. While 
much of the programme relied on line material using tagging and re-capture 
methods, a representative collection of Antarctic fishes and invertebrates were 
retained for the Auckland Museum. Species lots have since been sorted from 
station samples with identification and cataloguing completed for most material. 
Amongst the small benthic fishes the occurence of isopod ectoparasites was 
lower than expected. However, the isopod Aega glacialis was also recovered 
from the large Antarctic cod Dissostichus mawsoni and, with assistance from 
other programmes (U.S.A.R.P.), data for some fifteen specimens were ob¬ 
tained. 

The department has continued to receive the cooperation of fisherman and 
fisheries officers to supplement its collections and obtain records of uncommon 
species; a Louvar (Luvarus imperialist , a spotted eel (Myrichthys sp.) and a 
dwarf sperm whale (Kogia simus) are particularly note-worthy. Exchange of 
specimens has also continued at an institutional level. 

There has again been a high level of public and industry based inquiries 
relating to all aspects of marine biology. These requests have been met and 
regular lecture/demonstrations to adult and school groups given. 

Plans to upgrade displays in the Maritime Hall were prepared in collaboration 
with display staff. Progress on these new displays has been staged to meet time 
consuming conservation requirements of objects and availability of staff. A 
section based on the Naval Defence Establishment at Devonport was completed 
and some free-standing ship models and yachts were re-arranged to give overall 
unity to the new theme. In another area a series of ship models have been 
brought together to illustrate the history of shipping up to the end of sail. A scale 
model of a frigate, once the property of John Butler (1755-1847) Master 
Mariner of New Shoreham in Sussex, forms the centrepiece of this display. This 
programme now anticipates the completion of modifications to the bridge area 
and improvement to associated displays on local shipping and navigation. The 
format for a section relating to sealing and whaling activities in New Zealand 
waters has also been prepared.

Curator of War Collections 

Three temporary displays were set up during the year — The insignia ot 
Knight Commander of the Royal Victorian Order of the Rev. Dean Martin 
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Sullivan, letters from a soldier in World War I at Gallipoli, entitled “One 
Tragedy" and a display of all our Gallipoli related material. Our permanent 
display of Victoria and New Zealand Crosses has been refurbished and mounted 
with photographs of the recipients. The whole of the general medal collection 
has been taken down, cleaned and remounted. The display of medals and 
documents relating to Lt. W.E. Sanders V.C. has been removed for conserva¬ 
tion work to be carried out. 

Considerable time has been devoted to arranging the storage and documenta¬ 
tion of our uniform collection and although much has been accomplished a great 
deal still remains to be done. 

Members of the International Military Arms Society have come into the 
Museum on four Saturdays and have by a tremendous effort, cleaned, oiled, and 
greased all the firearms in our collection and while doing so have added consid¬ 
erable information to our records. While doing this work several objects were 
found to be suffering from insect and fungal attack. These have been treated by 
our conservation department. The cockpit canopy of the Japanese Zero which 
has long been damaged and looking dilapidated was repaired and put back on its 
runners by a team from the R.N.Z.A.F. and the Zero now looks much better. 
Mr W. Ruffell has worked through the identification of our bayonet collection. 
The assistance of those who have worked so hard on the collections is much 
appreciated. 

Visitors from Rolls Royce have shown considerable interest in the Merlin 
engines that we have on display and as a result of their research we now know 
that one is a Merlin “F\ a pre-production model made in 1937 and probably 
installed in a Fairey Battle, lt was the 30th engine made and so is the predeces¬ 
sor of a very noble line of motors. The other Merlin represents the end of the 
series, being a mark 25 for Mosquito aircraft and made in 1945-46 period. 

There has been a steady demand for objects on loan, ranging from the New 
Zealand Army and International Military Arms Society to commercial photo¬ 
graphers: one of our pistols is appearing in a television commercial for rum 
flavoured biscuits and two others have graced the cover of a monthly magazine. 

Talks and demonstrations of the history of firearms were given during the 
school holiday periods.

NOTES TO THE ACCOUNTS FOR YEAR ENDED 31st MARCH, 1982 


(1) STATEMENT OF ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

These accounts have been prepared in accordance with general accounting 
principles recommended by the New Zealand Society of Accountants for the 
measurement and reporting of earnings and financial position on a historical 
cost basis. 

The following particular accounting principles which materially affect the 
measurement of income, and of the overall financial position as disclosed 
by these financial statements, have been applied:— 

(a) Stocks 

Stocks in all instances are valued at the lower of cost or net realisable 
market value. Adequate provision has been made for obsolescence, 
deterioration, or damage. 

(b) Investments 

(i) The book value of Shares and some Government and Local Au¬ 
thority Stocks represents the market value pertaining at the date of 
gift or bequest. 

(ii) Kent Street property is shown at the Government valuation at the 
date of the gift. 

(iii) Overseas investments, including bank balances, have been con¬ 
verted to New Zealand currency at rates of exchange ruling on 31st 
March, 1982. 

(iv) Other investments, including the Vaile Trust property at Wiri, are 
shown at cost. 

(c) Fixed Assets 

Fixed Assets are shown at cost in the balance sheet. Collections 
which have been donated or bequeathed to the Museum are not included 
due to the nature and impracticability of valuing such assets. 

(d) Depreciation 

(i) Depreciation on a straight-line basis in accordance with the esti¬ 
mated economic lives of the assets has been made on Shop and 
Coffee Lounge assets; Museum Furniture and Fittings, Displays, 
Equipment and Tools; the Vaile Trust building at Wiri, and the 
W.L. Cooke building, Newmarket. 

(ii) In the case of Motor Vehicle and Auditorium assets, a fixed 
amount is charged and set aside annually to Reserve to cover 
depreciation and eventual replacement of these assets. 

(iii) No depreciation is provided for the Building; instead, lump sum 
transfers, as determined by Council, are normally made each year 
to the appropriate Building Reserve. (With the completion of the 
Window Replacement programme, the balance of the Window 
Maintenance Reserve has been transferred to Building Mainte¬ 
nance Reserve, and a further transfer of $15,000 was made out of 
Income.) 

(e) Trusts, Endowments etc. 

Funds received for special purposes are placed in a reserve, and 
50 
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recognised as income in the year in which such funds (or the interest 
arising from them) are spent. 

(f) Income 

(i) Revenue from sales and services includes both cash and credit 
sales. Bad debts have been written off where appropriate. 

(ii) Investment income is included on an accrual basis, except that 
interest received from sums on term deposit is recorded on a cash 
basis. 

The only change in accounting policies as compared with the previous year 
relates to the charging of depreciation on Museum Furniture and Fittings. 
Displays, Equipment and Tools. 

(2) INCOME FROM GENERAL ENDOWMENTS 

Except in the case of Life Members Subscriptions (the interest from which 
under the Institute Rules shall be applied to the uses of the Institute and 
Museum) income from other General Endowments has been allowed to 
accumulate. 


REPORT OF THE AUDIT OFFICE

War Memorial Museum Maintenance Act 1979, has audited the financial state¬ 
ment of the Auckland Institute and Museum. 

The audit was conducted in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards and practices. 

In the opinion of the Audit Office, the attached financial statements fairly 
reflect the financial position as at 31 March, 1982 and the results of the financial 
operations for the year.
